C in c in n a t i, O,, Feb. 8 .—Tha silence of the 
tomb prevailed at the Metropolitan bank 
Tuesday morning. 
It is locate I in a new 
brownstone 
structure 
called 
the 
United 
Banks’ building, and occupies the western 
half at the southeast corner of Third and 
Walnut streets. 
A placard on the front door 
announced to those interested, either from 
curiosity or cash, that the comptroller of the 
currency, acting through Bunk Exam iner 
.Sanders, was running things inside, where a 
few clerks and the examiner were making an 
investigation of the condition of the concern. 
The sensational features of the difficulty 
were increased Tuesday by the arrest of 
W illiam Means, president of the bank, which 
was done very quietly, and the culprit al­ 
lowed to go voluntarily before the United 
states officials, where ho gave bond in $.’0,- 
000. 
The charge against him was the mis­ 
appropriation of the funds of the bank, and 
the specificatioh was that ho had loaned him­ 
self $224,000. 
Mr. Means has had a leading 
position among business men for a number 
of years; has been reputed quite wealthy; 
served 
a 
term 
as 
mayor, 
when 
ho 
was 
elected, 
not 
by 
a party 
voto, 
but 
by 
a 
combination 
whose 
sup­ 
port was a compliment to their candidate. 
To have a man of such prominence put in 
peril of imprisonment causes «a profound feel­ 
ing. 
There is a fairly well authenticated 
statement that the examination of the bank’s 
books and papers show a gross violation of 
the banking law in loans to officers and 
others connected with the bank very largely 
in excels of the limit allowed by the law to 
any o:ie. 
It; is possible that this wrong-doing 
may have been carried to such an extent os 
to imperil the bank’s solvency. 
At this time 
it is riot thought that other arrests will bo 
made, but of this no one can sj*oak with cer­ 
tainty b< cause there has not Immiu time for a 
thorough examination of the bank's affairs.

not but assume that tlie Democratic party 
intended to follow the recommendations of 
its commander-in-chief. 
There had been, in­ 
deed, some straws that looked as if there 
might be som * question about that—as if 
there would be nn attempt at some compro­ 
mise—as if there would be a studied effort 
on the port of trio Democratic party to do 
nothing at this session in the line of tho pres­ 
ident’s recommendations, 
and then to go 
once more to the country on the president’s 
free trade message os its platform. 
Bu t he 
could not assume that the Democratic party 
and tho Democratic leaders in congress ready 
intended that course of action. 
He admitted 
tho necessity of somo reduction of income, 
but he was not to be frightened into an aban­ 
donment of the protective system by the 
president’s “ raw hood arxl bloody bones” 
figures. 
As to tho surplus in tlie treasury ho denied 
that there was any necessity for an accumu­ 
lation. 
The question of a reduction of taxa­ 
tion had very little to do with relieving the 
treasury ct* what the president called its 
“congest d condition.” 
The great talk about 
tho surplus could be for no other purpose 
than 
to hold out an inducement to break 
down the protective system. 
The senate had 
waited now nearly three years for some bill 
for a reduction of the taxation to come from 
the house, and had wondered why its coining 
was so long delayed. 
Eigh t long weeks had 
passed since congress had been told of the 
dangerous condition of the treasury, and no 
bill had ye been reported iu the house look­ 
ing to a reduction of the surplus. 
This was 
not a Republican administration. 
It was a 
Democratic administration; and if money 
had boen allowed to accumulate in the treas­ 
ury and no effort made for its reduction, the 
fault was that of the party in power.

reason could be given for that delay iu the

W hat reason could be given for that 
delay to-day# if it were not that the accumu­ 
lation in the treasury 
was being used, and 
deliberately used, to force congress iuto a 
destruction of the protective system of the 
country. 
Platt went on to argue that there was no 
need of $100,000,000 reduction of revenue, 
and that such a reduction could not be made 
with any wise regard to the condition of 
national flnancea 
He asked why the reduc­ 
tion should not be made by the abolition or 
reduction of internal revenue.

cause the protective system would then be 
left in force. 
Internal revenue taxation was 
a taxation on Americau products—tobacco 
and corn. 
It was a tax that operated un­ 
equally. 
Aud yet the president said that no­ 
body objected to it. 
If more reduction were 
needed, w hy not abolish the duty on sugar, 
or reduce it by 25 per cent.; or why not take 
.half the tax off tobacco aud whisky. 
There 
was but answer. 
If there really existed any 
fear of the consequences of an accumulated 
surplus; if there was no coming presidential 
campaign, and if a reduction of revenue was 
the only thing aimed at, It could be easily ac­ 
complished by dealing with intfrnal revenue 
taxation.

D isp en sin g o f P rescrip tio n s. 
One o f tho British medical journals g ives 
tho results of nn inquiry undertaken in a cer­ 
tain district to ascertain the deg ree o f accur­ 
acy which was observed in the dispensing of 
prescriptions. 
In all, 50 prescriptions were 
sent o ut—namely, 30 to chemists and drug ­ 
g ists, 14 to co-operative stores, 2 to “ dmffors’ 
shops,” and 4 to certain drug companies. 
They decided to g ive a liberal marg in fo r er­ 
rors, and acco rding ly did no t schedule any 
prescription as incorrectly made if the chief 
constituents were within 10 per cent, o f the 
amo unt ordered. Acco rding to this classifica­ 
tion 110 fewer than 17 o ut o f the 50 prescrip­ 
tions were incorrectly dispensed; the limits 
o f error were also very wido indeed, for in 
one case the quantity o f the drug supplied 
was less by 85 per cent, than that ordered, 
and in another 57 per cent, moro than had 
been ordered. 
Tho chemists and drug g ists 
pure and simple came o ut of this ordeal with 
g reat credit, as in o nly two eases did the 
errors mo unt up so larg ely as to be scheduled, 
while co-operative stores fig ure on tho black 
list three times, the “ doctors’ shop” once, and 
the “ drug co mpany” three times. 
Briefly, 
o f the latter class 75 per cent, were untrust­ 
wo rthy; also , 50 ]>er cent, of those from 
“ doctors' shops,” while 20 per cent, o f those 
frem stores and 0 per cent, o f those from 
lvg uiar drug g ists exceeded tho marg in of 
error.—Chicag o News.
